HAWAIIAN HAPPENINGS. 

S. Admiral Skerrett Orderetl to 
Keport at Sau Francisco— Review 
of Governmeut Troops. 

Arrival of the U. 8. Cousul-Geueral— 
Boyalists BaUd Upon CleYe- 
land'a Silence. 



San Francisco, Got. 27.— The Honolulu 
correspondent of the United Press, writiug 
on the 19th inst., says: 

Admiral SUerrott reooivod orders on tho 
17th to report at San Francisco as soon as 
he can prepare to leave here. Tho Admiral 
and staff expect to sail per steamer China on 
November 8. Captain Barker, of the Phil- 
adelphia, will remain in command as senior 
naval ollicer at Honolulu. 

On tlio Mth a b.wtytalion drill and review 
was held of ouliatcd and volunteer forces of 
the Governmeut, the troops makiuR their ap- 
pearance for the first tinio in complete uni- 
form. They gave proof of thorough drill, 
and prooentod every aspect of an effective 
and reliable force. 

The now IJ. 8. Consul General, KIlis 
Mills, arrived on tho 17th. Ho was wel- 
comed with great clluaion by tho Royalista, 
who suppose hiin to bo their partisan. 

The expected arrivals by the Mariposa on 
the 'Jdtli of U.S. Minister Willis and Theo- 
philus Daviea aro anticipated by the Royal- 
ists with great hopes of a campaign to be 
immediately inaugurated by those two (;en- 
tlemen for the restoration of the native 
monarchy. The ailenoe of President Cleve- 
land loaves tho annexation party still room 
to hope that Minister Willis may come 
without Instraotiona, as alleged by the re- 
port, to demand a reference of the whole 
political issue to the native vote. Should 
Mr. \V lUis really bring such a policy with 
him, tho Goverumcnt miuiatora do not hesi- 
tate openly to express, in the most deter- 
mined manner, their intention to stind firm 
and not yield u purticle to such a proposi- 
tion, lly Americans and the AnnaxatiiU 
party generally, an un<iualitied dotormina- 
tion is expressed to resist in tho strongest 
manner any movement or proposition look- 
ing to the restoration of tha mouarohy or 
the subversion of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. 

G. \V. McFarland, who was chamberlain 
of the late King of Hawaii, was one of the 
passengers on tho Monowai. Ho was asked 
regarding tho political situation, but de- 
clined to express an opinion, saying he went 
out of politics at the death of the late King. 

SCOTTISH REDNXON. 

The' Sir William Wallace Society Have a Well 
Varied Entertainment. 

Tho usual weekly meeting of the Sir 
William Wallace Society was held last 
night. Pipers Robertson and MacDonald 
gave selections on tho pipes at tho opening, 
Mr. Paterson was then called upon by Cliief 
Jameson for a song, and responded by sing- 
ing " Yo Banks and Braes o' Hnnnio Doon." 
Mr. Muir sang " Tho braes o' Gleniffer." 

Mr. Tttte gave a very iratructive and in- 
teresting talk on anciont Scottish history. 
He made brief reference to the original peo- 
ple of Scotland, the Picts and Scots, show- 
ing their relationship to ono another and 
the strong individuality of the people then 
living being strikingly like that of their de- 
scendants of the present day. He referred to 
what is known of their history from tho 
time of the Roman invasion; showing that, 
despite the power of Rome, Scotland had 
never been con([uered; that the Soots of that 
day were a people who were warlike and 
brave and loved independence, and that 
they maintained it, too. He dwelt at 
length upon the history until the time ol 
Brttde, mho was king ol the Scots, and un- 
der whose reiga, in the fifth century, tho 
whole of tho tribes inhabiting Scotland 
were united. Mr. Tate purposes continu- 
ing this subject every Friday evening, which 
will doubtless bo a source of great pleasure 
and profit to all attending. 

Mrs. Jameson sang "Kate Dalrymple"; 
Mr. Anderson danced the Sailor's Hornpipe; 
Mr. J. F. Smith sang tho Gaelic song en- 
titled "The Boatman's Song," accompanied 
in the chorus by anutnberof Ilighlandtra; Mr. 
Paterson then sang "The Dear Little Sham- 
rock "; Mra. Smith read a short article on 
"Anlii|uity the uf Highland Tartans"; Mr. 
Hay recited a tetnperaiice piece; Mons. 
Qiit ruten aang a French aong, "Oirto War"; 
Mr. Anderson (lar.ced the Highland llmg, 
and Mr. Flemint; recited "Tain O'Shanter." 

A gentleman visitor from Nova Scotiu, 
Mr Wier, rose to thank the society for 
their courtesy, and to cxpreag the pleasure 
it gave htm to lie preaeiit. He was delighted 
to see tho spirit of tb! society, in which 
though Scoliiah they were able to hear 
French and Irish as well aa Scottish songs. 
Mr. Jameaon responded, and Mr. Begg also 
made some very coinplinientaiy remarks.

Tlio chairman announced thut 
next Friday evening Mr. E. B. Paul would 
give a short account of tho life of .In. Bar- 
bour, tho old Scottish poet and author of 
the poem called " 'J'lio llruoo. " After some 
further remarks in reference to the concert 
to be held on the !)tb of next month, in 
which it was said that tickets would bo 
ready at once, and that the intention was to 
give an exhibition of one aot from the play 
of Bob Roy, the meeting sang " Auld Lang 
Syne " and adjourned.

NANSEN IN THE NORTH. 

"Has the ' Kriiiii ' Hone Down 'i'"— Where is 
the Arctic K.xpl(irer i'— Seen in 
I'et iitnilt. 

LoKDON, Got. 27.— The Pall Mall Gazette 
published to-day, under the eapt|on "Has 
the Fram Gone Down V a story regarding 
Capt. Nansen's arctic exploration vessel. 
The story is given on tho authority of a 
Norwegian traveller, who was infdrmed by 
a number of Samoieda, a nomadic people in- 
habitating the shores of the Arotio Ocean 
from tlio mouth of the Petohpra river to the 
Gulf of Khatangskue, that they had aightod 
the Frani frequently in the Kaara Sea. She 
worked heavily and awkwardly among the 
ice for three daya and made no progress. 
The traveller adda that it waa the general 
opinion when the Fram waa lying in Pet 
( Jugor) Strait, between the west northwest 
extremity of Siberia and the island of 
Vaegats, that she was too deeply loaded and 
too cumbersome to force a passage through 
the ice. Tho traveller further says that he 
frequently visited Nanaen while tho 
Fram waa in Pot Strait, and found 
him greatly changed Ho waa vacillating 
and aometiniea nielancholly, reatleaa and 
mentally feverish. The relatioua between 
the two men, however, were of tho moat 
cordial nature. The Russians believed that 
if the Fram wiia, at tho time referred to, 
drifting in the Kaara Sea, she n.uat have 
been compelled to return to avoid being 
crushed iu the ice. Tlio Pall Mull (Juzotte 
remarka that if this courae had been decided 
upon, news of the vessel must have been 
hud ere this. Tiie ()ueation now is, whether 
the Fram reached Now Siberia or sank. 



SILVER THE QUESTION. 



Speculations as to What Will 
Done With the Repeal 
BlU. 



Be 



Senator Sherman's Conrse for Next 
Season— Power Prepares an 
Amendment. 



Washington City, Oct. 27. — The opinion 
prevails in tho Sonote that the House will 
pass the repeal bill when sent over with 
very little delay. Whether there shall then 
be a reoesa or adjonrnnient will depend upon 
the committee on ways and means. If tho 
Democratic members of that committee are 
of tho opinion that tho tariff bill will be in 
shape for presentation before the time for 
the beginning of the regular session a recess 
is more probable than adjournment. Other- 
wise adjournment will take place. 

A well-defined report haa been in circula- 
tion about the Capitol that there had been 
an effort made to have the Democratic man- 
agers in the Senate postpone voting upon 
tho bill until after the Virginia election. It 
appears the Virginia Populists have made 
It-^ light almost entirely upon the silver 
isauo and have modo such headway as to 
render tho Democratic managers some- 
what anxious, but when it was represented 
that immediate passage of tho bill would 
have a good effect in MassAchusetts and New 
York it was thought best to let the bill take 
its course. 

Senator Power spent a considerable por- 
tion of the day in gathering facts concern- 
ing silver bullion in tho treasury, with a 
view to getting support for an amendment 
to the repeal bill (iroviding for the coinage 
of this bullion. Ho finds there is sufficient 
bullion stored to make §131,000,000 if 
coined, and thinks there should bo litllo ob- 
jection to its being coined, especially in 
view of the fact that tho seigniorage on this 
silver, about §50,000,000, would furnish tho 
money neceasury to supply tho tlireatened 
deficit in the treaaury. There ia a feel- 
ing among tho ailver Democrats that 
tho bill should not be amended in any way 
at their instance, so that the administra 
tion may have all tho praise and all tho 
blame for it when it becomes a law. Peffer 
denies that the Populists intend to filibus- 
ter against repeal. 

Senator Sherman says he has no inten- 
tion of oirering an amendment to the re- 
peal bill for tho isauo of §200,000,000 of 
bonds to strengthen the gold reserve at 
this session. At the regular session, how- 
ever, he will introduoe a bill for that pur- 
pose. It ia the general opinion that a bond 
amendment to the present hill would not 
pass, and that it might endaoger the pus- 
sage of the bill itself. 



" MORE THAN AGREEABLE." 

Couversation.s Between the Czarewiteh and 
the iOilltor of "bo I'ctlt .louriiiil." 

Pauls, Oct. 27. — M. Judot, director of Le 
Petit Journal, who went to Copenhagen to 
present to the children of the Cztr, who waa 
then visiting there, gifts as souvenirs of the 
visit of the Russian fleet to Toulon, writes 
lo his paper that he was twice received at 
Frodenaburg by the C/.arowitch. They con- 
veracd on the internal ulLkirs of Franco with 
which tho C/. irowitoh was intimately ac- 
(luuinted. Tho Cziirowitch said, iu speaking 
of the reception accorded tho Russian 
ollicera, that ho rejoiced at tho self con- 
straint of the crowds. Ho further said tliat 
ho profoundly admired tho French army, 
M. Judot, iu his letter, says that, for 
reasons of prudence, he withholds important 
utterances by the Czarewitch, which, how- 
ever, if they were known, would be more 
than agreeable to France. 



BISMARCK'S MEMOIRS.

CAFTDRE 01'^ METZ. 

Twenty-Third Anniversary of tho Surrender 
of Marabal Bazalne and Almost Two 
* Hundred Thonsand Troops. 

Berlin, Oct. S?-— A grand banciuet was 
given at the Kaiaerpff* hotel to-night to 
celebrate the twenty-third anniversary of 
the surrender by Marshal Bazaine of Metz, 
the capital of Lorraine, to the German, 
forces, when, without a shell being thrown 
into the city, G.OOO officers, 173,000 men 
and over -100 pieces of artillery fell into 
the bands of the Prasaiana, The day was 
also the anniversary of the birth of Prince 
Freidrich Leopold, son of tho late Prince 
Freidrich Charles. Prince Freidrich occu- 
pied tho seat of honor at the right hand 
of Emperor William. After tlie third 
courae of tho banquet had been served, Em- 
peror William arose and said : " This 
a fitting day to remember the great 
hero, Prussia's field marshal, to whose 
leadership victory faithfully clung. We, 
who were intimately associated with the 
Prince in his lifetime, now remember the 
soldier only, but tho lonely man who lived 
silently in his woods, planting trees and 
enjoying their blossoming exactly as he had 
forineriy planted tho germs of Prussia's 
future greatness in the Prussian army, now 
rests silently after his mortal pilgrimage. 
To the memory of thia lonely man, who 
Bleeps the eternal alecp under his favorite 
lime trees, 1 empty thia ghisa." 'The Em- 
peror spoke with deep and visible emotion 
and after he had finished ho turned to Prince 
Friedrich Leopold and warn.ly pressed his 
handa. Tho Prince referred to by tho Em- 
peror waa Prince Friedrich Charles, "the 
Red Prince," who waa a nephew of Emperor 
William I. Ho had a wide military reputa- 
tion before the Franco l'russian war, and 
was the author of several military works. 
He commanded the second German army in 
the war with France, and he it Waa who 
drove Marshal Bazaine into Metz, and aub- 
subsequently compelled the capitulation of 
the city. He died June 15, 1885. 



IN BATTLE ARRAY. 

Moors Preparing to Klglit tho Spanish Troops 
lit Mclilla. 

Madrid, Oct. 27. — ffhe Spanish troops at 
Melilla began throwing up earthworks lot ' 
the defence of the ihen who will build the 
fort on the heights of Sidi Guiaraioh. 
Tho fort will be the strongest of 
the series of fortifications to bo erected, 
at once, and will accommodate, when done, 
some liOO men, and will mount six heavy 
guna. Shortly after tho work was begun, 
tho tribesmen began forming in battlu ar- 
ray. Tho Spanish troops were then or- 
dered to prepare for action. General Mar- 
gallo believed that a battle waa imminent. 

A dispatch received late this evening 
from Melilla says that the Spaniards had 
opened an artillery fire upon tho tribesmen. 
It is announced oliicially thia evening that 
the tribeamcn before Melilla begun firing 
from their trenches at -I o'clock this even- 
ing upon the Spaniards working on the 
heights of Sidi Guiaraioh, They then ad- 
vanced from the trencnea and tried to sur- 
round the Spanish forces, which were ob- 
liged to retire. No further details are ob- 
tainable, as no press dispatches have been, 
allowed to paaa the oeneors at Melilla.

CAMP FAIEVIEW. 



Some Fine Gold Claims That Promise to li< 
Large Frodttcers. 

Mr. Williani Dwyer, one of the members 
of Mr. J. A. Ooryell'a survey party, which 
has been surveying in the vicinity of Kettle 
river during tbe past aummer, for the Pro 
viocial Government, haa returned to Vic 
toria, bringing some interesting mining 
news. Uf the mines about fairview Mr. 
Dwyer says : ''The 'Morning Star mineral 
claim of Camp Fairview, owned by Messrs. 
Mangot, MacKaohren and Lefevre, ia at- 
tricting considerable attention in the inter- 
ior. Thia chiiin has been developed quietly 
by the ownera during the past four years, 
and about a month ago, during a temporary 
suspenaion of work on tlie Siratlioyre Min- 
ing Company's properties, Measra. Mangot 
it MacKachreu conceiveil the idea of leasing 
tho company's tnill and running through 
tho 100 and odd tons of ruck they hiui in 
their damp. Tho result has been so success- 
ful that tho owners have put a force of men 
to work getting out ore as fast as tho mill 
can diapoae of it, tlie returns to date ahow- 
i ig from J'lO per ton in'.o tho thouaands. 
Tlie ore extracted during tho past month 
s'lowa free gold in cjuaiitity, plainly visible 
t iroughnut the ([uartz, and us they have 
fully 10,000 tons of ore now in sight 
appearances point to tho fact that 
tho Oaoyoos country will bt| a large pro- 
ducer of oro in a short time, 

"The devolopment work on the Brown 
Boar and Wild West claims ouly proves the 
rock richer in free gold as depth ia obtained, 
and there is no longer any doubt but that 
Fairview is destined to be one of tho great- 
est gold camps of the interior. Tho natural 
townaite for thia camp is at tho Govornniont 
bridge, on the Haynea eatate, where ample 
water power can be obtained for reduction 
works, etc., and it ia rumored that thia will 
aoon be opened for aale. 

"On Boundary oreek, Sn the Providence 
claim, ore is being packed out to the Col- 
villo smelter, some aeventy-tive milea, at a 
good profit, and thia and a number of other 
rich strikes along the Kettle river point to 
the location of a smelter in that diatriot ere 
long. 

"lo Camp McKinney the expected con- 



struction of tho Kettle river wagon road has 
caused renewed confidence, and a number of 
abandoned claims have beon re-located and 
dovolopmeiit work renewed. 

"Although tho placer excitemept at Ah 
She creek has subsided, two others were 
budding into bloom as I left Kott\o river, 
with prospects of twenty cents to the pan. 
The conatructioB of a railway through Ket- 
tle river ia looked forward to by the settlers 
in tho near future, and such an event will 
certainly mean the rapid developri^ent of 
one of the richest sections of tho Province." 



QOIET AT SAMOA. .;' 

The Natives Couvlnceil That the Government 
LCan Eely o" Active and Vigorous 
Assistancu. 

S.vN Francisco, Oct 27. — According to 
advices broirght by the steamship Mouowai, 
(|uietudo reigns at Samoa. Tho salutary 
ellecls produced by the active iuterferenco 
of tho treaty powers in Samoan affairs 
through their warships received fresh e.vem- 
plitioatior: in tho reudmeaa with whicli the 
rival factious at 'J'utilu complied with tho 
summona of tho Government to attend at 
Milenuu in order that tho causes of tho re- 
cent disturbance might be investigated and 
ascertained. Tho iiuval demonstration at 
Manono oonviuoed tho natives that tho Gov- 
ernment could rely ou the uotive and vigor- 
ous assistance of a strong and eHeotive force 
against which it would be hopeloaa for them 
to contend. 



SUPBEME COURT OP B. C 

UIVISIOKAL COURT. 
'' (Before Crease and Walkem, J.J.) 

October 37, 1893. 
Powell v. Lowenhero, Hakhis & Co.— 
Appeal from an order of I)rake, J., refusing 
to strike out tho counterclaim of Defendant 
Harris. 

Plaintiff's claim staled lhat''lio paid th 
defendants $10,51)0, aa his agoiita, ua being 
tho purchase money of certain lauds bought 
by him through them, but that it was in 
fact an overpayment of $350, as tho pur 
chase money was only S16,150, and be 
claimed to recover the $350. 

The defendanta denied the receipt of tbe 
$16,500 by defendanta' firm, alleging that it 
waa received by Defendant Harria only, aa 
vendor of the landa to the plaintiCT for that 
sum. 

Defendant Harris aet up by way of cou 
ter claim that, at tbe time of the purcha 
of tbe landa from him by tbe plaintiff for 
the $10,500, it waa agreed between th 
plaintiff and himself that they ahould b 
partnurs in the landa and ahare any profit 
upon the re-sale thereof, after deducting the 
amount which the plaintiff should expend 
in improvements, and interest at 10 per 
cent, per annum thereon and on the $10,500 
advanced by the plaintiff, charging that the 
piaiuliff had rfi-sold tho lands for $ 10,000, 
and claimed : (1) An account of tho money 
received. ('_') An account of tho moneys 
expended by tho plaintiff in improving the 
lands. (S) Payment of the balance, after 
deducting interest computed aa above. 

Casaidy, for tho plaintiff, moved in Cham- 
bers, under rule li04, to exclude the counter- 
claim on the ground that it could not bo 
conveniently disposed of iu this action, and 
would delay the recovery of judgment upon 
the plaintifTd claim by the taking of loog 
accounts on tho counter-claim, 

Luxton, contra. 

Judgment wap delivered by Mr. Justice 
Drake on October M, as follows : 

"I see no reason why tho defendant Harris 
should not set up the counter-claim. Before 
the J udicaturo Acts a separate debt could 
not be set off against a joint claim, nor a 
joint debt against a separate claim, but now 
such a defence may be raised by counter- 
claim. Tho counter-elaini should be con- 
nected with the original cause of action; if 
it is entirely independent of ic and uncon- 
nected with it, tlio defendant will bo left to 
a eeparate action. Here, the defence raised 
by the counter-claim is intimately connect- 
ed with the cause of action, and, if proved, 
will be a complete aoawer to it< I think, 
therefore, thia aummona shonid be dlamiaa- 
ed. Costa in the cauae." 

Cassidy, for tho appeal : "We admit that 
there is nothing in this counter-claim which 
would prevent tho (juestion it raises being 
tried along with the issue raised on the 
claim and defence, and do not say that it is 
not a proper subject of counter-claim. The 
question it raises is, however, independent 
of the issues raised by the denial of tho claim, 
and is not connected with them, except 
historically. The question of whether the 
plaintiff and Harris were partners in the 
land bought by the plaintiff (with its con- 
sequences) ia irrelevant to the quostion of 
wiiother the defendants or Harris received 
from the plaintiff more than tho real pur- 
chase money, which is tho whole issue 
nised by the claim and defence. Wo do 
not go the length of saying that an indO' 
pandent matter cannot be aet up by counter 
claim, but there ia here no foundation in 
fact for tho reasoning that defendast's 
claim should be dispoaed of in this action 
aa involving the aame issues aa thoae on tbe 
cl.iini. 

■' Ru'p 'J04 was intended to secure eiieody 
and efle^tuU justice, by pi:riiuttiiig to lii 
joined in the same action all crosa claims 
between the parties or any of them, of such 
a nature that they can be disposed of with- 
out delay, at the aairo time, by the same 
judgment, and, therefore, in all caaea in 
which it has appeared that a counter-claim 
involved the taking of long accounts or in- 
troduced other elements of delay so aa to 
retard the plaintiSTa judgment till tho de- 
fendant's claim was ascertained, the counter- 
claim haa been excluded aa contrary to tho 
spirit of the rule. (Gray v. Webb, 21 Oh. 
I)., S02: Central Bank v. Oaborne, 12 P. 
K , 100; Odcll V. Bennett, l.'i P. K., 10; 
Naylorv. Farrer, 20 W. R . SO!).)" 

Luxton, r (i;i/)a : "If the oiroumstancea arc 
aa Defendant Harria sets up in his counter- 
claim, the pliiintiff haa no claim, and the 
whole questions involved should be dis- 
posed of together. One of several joint 
defendants can counter-claim separately 
against a plaintiff. (Miinchester Railway 
Co. v. Brooks, 2 Kx. D., 2i:i ) In tho fol- 
lowing caaea, counter-claims involving (juea- 
tiona more diaconnoctcd from tho subject of 
the claim than ia the case hero, were per- 
mitted to stand : (Bartholin v. Rollins, W. 
N., 1870, page 5G ; Horrocks v. Higby, 9 
Ch. D , HO. J Hodgson v. Moohi, 8 Ch. D., 
509,)"

MoNTKViiiKO, Oct. 27. — News from Rio 
do Jijnoiro ia to tho tll'iiut Ih^t Ihe report 
that Rear-Admiral ijtuaton, of the Uoited 
States ornisei Newark, bad been detached 
and ordered to Washington for saluting 
Admiral Mello and puying un ofBciuI call ou 
the leader of tho insurgents, wus received 
with BurprisG. From tho outbreak of tho 
revolution Adiiiiriil Mello hua received recog- 
nition from foreign ships in Bio hurbor. 
All tho uomiiiandera of the foreiga warships 
exchanged frank and courteous notes with 
hini. 

.Senator Ruy B:irboau, tho exile from 
Brazil, has written tho commander of tho 
Tiranclentcs bog£;inp him, for the eako of 
Brazil, to turn bis ship over to Mello, and 
let her aid in freeing the Republic from the 
tyrant Feixoto. 

Carlos Carvalbo, recently appointed Min- 
ister of Foreiga Affairs by Peixoto, has re- 
signed. He reoeotly drew up the ob- 
noxious decree for the expulsion of foreign- 
ers. 

The revolution in the South is still gain- 
ing headway. The rebel force nnder Gen- 
eral Tavures is prosecuting the siege of Bjige 
with vigor. 

San Jose de Guatemala, Oct. 27. —Mar- 
tial law has been declared throughout the 
country. Tlio Govcrnmeut is making 
active military preparations, giving aa an 
oxcuao fear of an attack from Kan Salvador. 
Nobody ia allowed in the streets after eight 
o'clock at night without a pass, and nobody 
ia permitted to enter or leave tho country 
without a permit. Business is at a atand- 
Btill, duo to the depreciation of ailver. Now 
York exchange is 'Jli, Uustoma dutiea and 
personal taxes have iocioaaed ao much that 
merclianta threaten to close their bouses. 
Taxable permits are required for tho moat 
ordinary transactions. 

QfET/,Ai>ENAN(io, Guatoiiialu, Oct 27. — 
The Government troops sent out after tho 
ao-oalled baiiditB have returned after having 
attacked tho bandits and lieoQ repulsed. In 
tho engagement three ofiicera and fourteen 
soldiera were killed and many wounded. 
Tho aoldiers deny that their opponents 
were briginds; they insist they were revolu- 
tionists. 

VAi.rAi:Ai.=,o, Oct. 2"-— The damage cans, 
ed by the eruption of Calbuco is incalculable. 
Many residents have been compelled to 
abandon their homea because of tho great 
volume of aahos ond volcano cinders which 
have fallen. Hundreds of acres of growing 
crops have been ruined by the fall of lava. 
Affairs in the Provinces of Santa Fo and 
Taena are so serious as to call for tho inter- 
vention of CoDnreas, which has been asked. 

Pout Limo.v, Costa Rica, Oct. 27. — Fran- 
cis H. Weeks, the New York embezzler, 
who ia in the custody of two de- 
tectives, en ronte to New York from 
San Jose, arrived here on Wednesday 
in a special Government train which has 
been guarded by troops sent by President 
Rodriguez. It was expected he would be 
immediately transferred to the steamer 
Foxhall, which was to sail for New Orleana 
on Wednesday. The steamer did not arrive 
until Thursday morning, two days overdue. 
Weeks was taken under gnard to the Ar- 
nold hotel, where he was kept on Wednes- 
day night, closely >v»tohed by deteotivea 
and three members of the Costa Bioa police 
force. The Foxhall met a severe storm in 
the gnlf which delayed her. Hi r oabin wo a 
smashed in, but repairs will be made here 
immediately. All the baggage of \Yceka 
and the party accotnpanying him was put 
on board yesterday afternoon. 



FIRE AT SEA, 

The "Ocllcrt" Damaged to the Kxtciit of a 
Quarter of a Million. 

Hamijdrc, Oct. 2". — The steamer Gellert 
arrived this morning from Now York. Tho 
captain reports that on Sunday, October 22, 
fire broke out in the after part of the ship, 
the smoke coming out of the veotilators to 
the steerage. All the ventilators and other 
openings were closed and an attempt made 
to extinguish the lire by means of water and 
steam, but it proved futile. Tho engines 
were stopped to permit of an investigation. 
The vessel lay to until lUyliglit. On Mon- 
day further attempts were made to got the 
Are put out witliout avail. On Tuesday, 
however, entrance waaytfTected to the steer- 
age and the seat of tho fire reached. The 
llamea were then unon extinguished. The 
tire was among tho cargo, much of which 
was burned. JJy Wednesday morning all 
the burned material waa removed and 
thrown overboard. During the lire the 
boats were held in readiness for immediatn 
launching. When the lire was extinguished 
the vetBol proceeded on her way. The Gel- 
lert had 41 cabin and 221 steerage passen- 
gers. During the fire there was consider- 
able excitement among tho passengers, some 
of whom were wild with fear, but no acci- 
dent of any kind occurred among them. 
The loss on tho steamer and cargo is esti- 
mated at $250,000. 

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Queenalnnd Always Favored an Enellsh Ku- 
terprlse, But Great Britain Was 
Too Complacent. 

I^ONDON, Oct, 27. — On Monday lliere was 
a two and a half column article in the Times 
apoaking of tho commercial intereata botwem 
the colonies, and showing tho importance of 
a Pacific cable, which might prove at eome 
time of far more political importance than 
commercial. In to-day's papers there is the 
following re the Pacific cable pi ospeotus : 
Brisbane — Sir Thomas Moll wraith, the prem- 
ier of Queensland, remarks in reply to Lord 
Ripen, that the complacent policy of Great 
Britain has allowed foreign powers to no- 
(juire territory in the Facifio to the injury of 
the future of Australia, and espicially in- 
stBQoes the establishment of a French con- 
vict settlement in New Caledonia, Sir 
Thomas contends that the construction of a 
cable ^etiveen Queensland and New Cale- 
. donia will mitigate the evil which already 
exists, and declares that if protests of Aus- 
tralian statesmen had been promptly heeded 
In the past much inoonvouienoo and injury 
would have been prevented. Queensland 
always favored the construction of a purely 
British cable across tho Pacific, and would 
warmly welcome tho support of the Mother 
Country to snch a scheme.

GABDINAL GIBBONS. 

Coaclnslon of the Ext^rclses at Washlugtou 
In Honur of His Eminence. 

WAsni.NnToN, Oct 27.— Carroll institnte, 

tho leading Catholic orgmizition of Waah- 
ington, last night tcnilered Cardinal Gibbons 
a reception which concluded tho scries of 
exercises given in hia honor during the past 
two days. More than I!, 000 invitations were 
sent out, and t'ley wero generally accepted 
by tho moat proiidneiit people in political 
and social life. Long before tho arrival of 
the cardinal and hia auito tho hall waa dlled 
to its capacity. The president of the inati- 
tute, on behalf of the organi/.ition, made the 
initial address of welcome. Ho waa fol- 
lowed by the Hon. ilohn W. Ross, one of tho 
district commissioners, in behalf of tho peo- 
ple of Washington, to bid tho cardinal wel- 
come. Senator White, of Louisiana, was 
next introduced, and ho spoke in feeling 
terms of the intimacy that bad existed be- 
tween himself and tlie prince of the Catholic 
church in America ainco their boyhood. 

At the concluaion of the Senator'a remarks 
tho choir sang "The Star Spangled H'lnner," 
after which tho Cardinal was introduced by 
tho President. Ho received a perfect ova- 
tion. Ho congratulated tho commissioners 
on tho peace and tranquility and good gov- 
ernment that reigned at tho Capital, not- 
withstanding the absence of standing armies 
and great military forces. Ho spoke of tho 
repeal bill aa a demonstration of tho fact 
that wo are a law-abiding people, for, ho 
said, it is plainly shown that the people of 
tho United States wish to revoke the pre- 
sent law, yet, so long as it is on the statutes, 
it ia respected until it has been lawfully re- 
pealed. At tho conclusion of his remarks 
the general reception to tho public began 
and lasted until a late hour. 

FOR SERVICE IN BRAZIL. 

A Morean Liner I'lirclmspd Without Regard 

to Cost. 

Ni;\v \'oiii;, Oct. 27. — It is said that the 
houae which purchased tho arms and am- 
munition in such large quantities for use in 
the lirazilian civil wor, has just bought, for 
an enormous price, one of the swiftest and 
strongest of the Morgan lino steamers. Tho 
purchase waa made thia preaont week, ond 
tho veasel sold is the El Cid, the tjuccn of 
tho Morgan liiet, whoso remarkable passage 
from New Orleans to New York was com- 
mented upon at much length. That the 
purchasers of the ISl Cid wanted her badly, 
and wanted ber at once, is suOSoiently shown 
by the enormous price which waa paid for 
her. This, as one of the managers of the 
Morgan line said to-day, is fully two or 
three times what the vessel is worth. 

To-morrow she will be turned over to her 
DOW purchasers. The pnrcbaserB are nom- 
inally the Broad street firm of Charles A. 
Flint & Co , the same firm that only u few 
days ago bought at one deal $200,000 worth 
of arms and ammunition of the Hotchkiss 
Gun Company. These war munitions, ac- 
cording to tho contract, are to bo delivered 
on board a vessel in tho port of New York 
within sixteen days, barring tho act of 
God or a public enemy. There was no 
mention in the agreement of tho name of tho 
vessel on board which the anna and ammu- 
nition were to bo delivered. The purchase 
of El Cid from Collis P. Huntington, ri pre- 
senting tho Morgan steamship line, now 
supplies that omisaioo, 

HARD AND FAST. 

The City of New York KtlU Stranded- 
Wrecker WUltelaw at Work. 

San" Fka.ncisco, Oct. 27. — At 8 o'clock 
thia morning the China steamer City of New 
York, which wont ashoro ut Point Bouita, 
at the entrance to the harbor, yesterday 
afternoon, was still hard and fast on the 
rocks. Six of tho most powerful tug^ in 
the bay made a united attempt to pull her 
olf about midnight, but the big ship failed 
to budge an inch. At 9 o'clock word was 
sent to the Merchants' Exchange that thjj 
stranded steamer waa at that time lying 
easy, in about the same position as when 
she went ashore. Sho baa a alight list to port, 
and if tho sea remains calm and the weather 
remains favorable, prospects are good for 
getting her off. Captain Whitelaw, the 
wrecker, is getting hia pumps ready to take 
to tho wreck, when he will try lo pimip 
her clear of water. All morning tho 
stranded steamer made water fast, and by 
noon there waa over three feet on her main 
deck. It was then decided it would be use- 
lesa to attempt to pump tho water out of 
the helplesa vessel. She will prove a total 
lous with most of her cirgo. It ia believed 
that as soon as t lie tide rises tho City of 
Ivew York will float oil' tho rocks into deep 
water, and then go to the bottom. 

Montreal Gazette : " Hands olT Brazil " 
is the New York Sun's warning to the 
European powera which have warships at 
Rio de Janeiro. The European powers are 
likely to keep their hands off Brazil without 
any of Uncle Sam's tbeatrioal posing.

A HYDROGRAPHIG SURVEY. 

Any one who has studied the matter at all 
mast be convinced that a complete liydro 
graphio purvey is required for the North 
Paoifio Ocean. Very little, comparatively, 
is known about tho waters which wosh the 
shores of this I'aoifio Coast, and of the oceun 
on which the ships that enter our ports sail 
We are told that the charts of the Northern 
Paoifio and of tlie sounds, gulfs, straits, 
ehannels and bays oonneoted with it are 
very defective indeed. There baa of late 
been much atroDg and impressive evidence 
to provu that this is the case, atid we have 
no doubt that that eviiienco would bo even 
stronger and greater iu extent, if tlio expor- 
ienoe of the men who navigate these waters 
was made public. We see that the United 
States Government is taking measures to 
collect the information neceaaary to draw a 
reliable pilot chart of the North Pacific 
O^ean. This is part of what the Portland 
Oregbnian says of the necessity for such a 
chart : 

There are several respects in which a 
chart would not be aa helpful to un aa that 
of tho North Atlantic ia to tho mariners of 
that ocean, such aa data concerning dero- 
licta, fogs and icebergs ; but in other 
lines of infjrmation we stand in need of 
greater help. Experienced navigators of 
the North Pacilio attribute to defective 
knowledge of our ocean currents a conaider- 
ablo proportion of tho wrecks along our 
coast. Theao are not, perhaps, established 
and uniform currents, to be learned thor- 
oughly, but their apaamcdio appearance 
could in this way be made matter of record, 
so us to ^uido masters unfamiliar with our 
waters from drifting unawares iuio the 
region of their operations. Of derelictB we 
always have some. Last winter froni eiglit 
to ten were drifting about oCF the Oregon 
and Washington coast, and as they are 
chiefly of lumber schooners, they are a 
menace to navigation until the current 
carries them away, as it seems to do with 
considerable promptness. 

Tho exact position of rocks and reefa 
should be aacertained, and tho navigator 
ahould know the exact depth of the navig- 
able water in every part ot the ocean. 
These are the very first requisites of a 
chart, yet it is known that even in these re- 
spects there is no chart of the western part 
of the North Pacific that can be depended 
upon. 

Thia Hei'ira to ua to be a matter in which 
the two nations can co-operate, and ought 
to co-operate. A hydro(;raphio survey can 
be prosecuted aa well, and even mure proQt- 
ably, by a joint commission than a boun- 
dary survey. 

A NHW DISEASE. 

Some entorpriaing doctor has discovered 
a now diaoaae, and ho haa given it a very 
lino name. Uo has christened it " onchy- 
ophagy." It ia lucky for us that we are 
not required to pronounce the new name for 
this now disoaso. Although tho disease is 
well ^nown, those afllictcd with it have 
never diacovered that it ia a diaeaae. They 
have called it a bad habit, and have blamed 
thomaolves and others for not getting rid 
of it. It attacks young and old, but chiefly 
tho young. Uoys and girls are both 
troubled with it. The treatment has hith- 
erto been scolding and lecturing, em- 
phasised in some cases by a rap 
on tho fingers now and then. No one, 
uveu before this wouderful doctor made 
bis wooderfal discovery, ever thought of 
calling in a medical man to cure those ad- 
dicted to the fooliBh, but not very harmful, 
habit. Not to keep tho reader in suspense 
any^longer, we toll him or her that oneliy- 
ophpgy is a learned word for tlio habit of 
biting tho nails. This, it appears, like 
kleptomania and dipsomania, is a disease 
declared to be a form of chorea— better I 



known aa St. Vitus's dance. The disease — 

and, of course, it is a disease — ia very gen- 
eral. Out of a achool of two liundrod girla, 
sixty were found to bo Buffering from it. 
How it ia to be cared we do not know. The 
only remedy hitherto has been lime. The 
youngsters grow out of this disease or habit 
as they do out of many others. Wo are not 
auro that the new ones thoy acquire are not a 
good deal worse. Tlio llirtiiig habit, wo 
should say, for a girl, ia moro harmful than 
the nail biting habit, and so is any form of 
the tobacco habit for boys. 



A PECULIAR SITUATION. 

The situation in ' Qroat Britain is just 
now, to say the least, peculiar. The Liberals 
are afraid to go to the country on their 
Home Rule policy. Thoy are bound that 
the people aliall not liavc that single issue 
to dooide upon. Their intention ia in lho 
coming eesaion to introduce aud pass a nun>- 
ber of measures which they believe to be 
popular. They calculate upon the House 
of Lords throwing thoni out, and then they 
will be able to go to tlie country, not with 
the Homo Kulo bill alone, but with a bun- 
dle of grievaucea, which will give theui a 
pretext to represent that House as an ob- 
structionist body and aa opposed to the will 
of the people. 

The Conaervatives, on the other hand, 
want an inatmit appeal to the cuuntituen- 
oies on the quoation of Homo Hole for 
Ireland, as set forth and expounded 
in Mr. Uladatond'a bill. They aay that 
the people have a right to consider Mr. 
Oladatone'a aeheme of Home "Rule and to 
prononnc'j npon it. The question is in tho 
wideat sense a iiatioiuil one, and ono that 
should be placed before tho people on its 
own merits. If the people themselvea are 
not to decide whether or not tho Empire shall 
remdin undivided, what is the use of having 
popular government? Tho stand taken by 
the Uuioniat party ia what would, at any 
other time, on any other i|uestiou, bo con- 
aidered a Liberal atand, based upon Liberal 
principles and upheld by Liberal argnnieuts, 
and it does seem singular that it should be 
violently opposed by Liberals. They pro- 
fess to be the champions of the rights of the 
people, yet on the moat important queafon 

present century they refuse to allow the 
people to have a voice. 

The indications are that the people of 
Great Britain see who are on their side, and 
that, no matter what the Gladstonians may 
do in the interval, when the question does 
como before them, ua come it must sooner or 
later, they will prefer tho men who in 1893 
maintained their rights tv tho men who so 
blindly and so inconsistently refused them 
the opportunity to exercise those rights. 



NOT A CROAKER. 

Sir Albert Rollit, who, wo see, has been 
appointed one of the conimissionera to in- 
quire into the late labor disturbances in 
EnglanJ, did not talk to tho mendiers of the 
Aasociated Chambera of Commerce like a 
man who believed that the nation ia on the 
verge of bankruptcy. Uia address ia cheer- 
ful and hopeful. He, at any rate, does not 
see that there is any cause for even grave 
apprehension, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing extract from his address. It muet be 
remembered that he spoke with a full knowl- 
edge of the financial and industrial condi- 
tion of the nation. Here is the opening 
paragraph of his address as it ia reported in 
the Timea : 

The situation, Sir Albert Rollit said, 
might bo deacribed in one lino — trade had 
been worse, and might be better, both at 
homo and abroad. The exports of British 
and Irish produce and manufactures had 
been progressively riaing to a plus Irom a 
minus sign aiuoo April, and, though we 
could not yet make any favorable compari- 
aoQ with recent years, the deficiency on the 
eight montha aa against 1892 was more than 
accounted for by the coosequenoea of tho 
coal strike. There seemed to be a fairly 
general, though not very certain or definite, 
impression that both trade and trade pros- 
pects were improving, and, to some extent, 
thia could be supported by Ogurea ; but 
both opinions and fi|;urea were greatly 
qualified by what was universally recognized 
as a very groat impediment — trade disputes, 
strikes, and lock- outs. Theao had already 
retarded better reaulta, and were still a great 
obatiole. Our objective shouhi be to win 
trade ; we took painH, and we auirered, in 
order to drive it away. Many, if not most, 
trade disputes wore nothing else Jthan wan- 
ton, wasteful, and often wirked wars. 

Sir Albert, like every other patriotic man 

who haa tho prosperity of the country at 
heart, hopes and believes that a remedy will 
be found for tho existing labor troubles, and 
that tne time may not bo far distant when 
employers and workmen will see that it will 
bo to their interest to work peacefully and 
cordially together for their mutual benefit. 
Labor troubles, aa every ono knows, are not 
confined to Great Britain. If thoy are a 
sign of the decadence of tho country in 
which they oxiat, there ia not a civilized 
nation on tho earth that is not on tho high 
road to ruin. Labor disputes and disturb- 
ances, according to Sir Albert Rollit, are the 
chief obstacle in the way of tho prosperity 
of England. If means can bo found to re- 
move then), trade will got a freah impetus In 
Great Britain, and liritiah business will bo 
again on the " upward grade." 



PRESIDENT OLEVELAND, 

Tho course which President Cleveland 
haa pursued in these troublous times has 
extorted praiso even from his moat bitter 
opponents, Tho Now York Tribune, which 

\a par careWoiKv: the fighting journal of the 
Republican party, haa felt constrained to 
say that " the President's wiahca aud viewa 
concerning the repeal bill are just and 
laudable, and deserve tho support of every 
patriot." 

The President has had many diirioultios 
to face, and ho haa mot them boldly. Ho 
haa proved that ho ia both a bravo and an 
honest man. Uia moat iullueutial opponents 
hare been membera of his own party. In 
dealing with the silver question, he has had 



the best men of the Republioan party 
on his side, and thoy, to their credit 
be it said, havo been patriotic 
enough to encourage aud nupport him 
in doing what both he and they 
believed to be right. And President Clove- 
land has not been backward in giving his 
oppononta the credit which is their due. 
It ia not eaay for a party man— and Presi- 
dent Clovehnd ia a party man — to oppoEO 
tho cherished wishes of influential men of 
his own party,' and in doing what he be- 
lieves ia best for his country, to run the 
risk of making a division among his friends 
and supporters. It requires tho strongest 
aenao of duty and tho greatest moral courage 
to enable a p.irty leader ateadily and un- 
swervingly to pursue a course which ho ia 
told every hour of every day will effect tho 
ruin of the party to which ho is deeply at- 
tached, and to which ho owes a very great 
deal. A man of not so stern a mould and less 
deeply-acated convictions would yield to the 
temptation to trim and to totu- 
porise for the sake of keeping the 
party together. But Mr. Cleveland 
has done nothing of the kind. He has kept 
lirmly on in the course ho hud marked out 
for himaelt.

He haa 
been as open aa the day. Both frienda and 
opponenta knew all tho time preeiacly where 
ho waa, and thoy also knew that they could 
implicitly depend upon hia remaining 
staunch anu steadfast. Tho inllunnee of 
such a man at such a time, iu such a position 
must bo immcnee. It is safe to aay tliat 
there is not a i)Olonlate in the world who to- 
day exercises ao great a power over so wide 
a field as plain Grover Cleveland. The 
power ho wields is a legitimate power. He 
has aoted in such a way that tho people of 
the United States and of other nations have 
unbounded faith in his strength of will, hia 
integrity, and hia common aeuBe. U'hore 
ia no doubt that in tho matter of the repeal 
of the Sherman Act be will come out the 
winner. And the victory will be due almost 
solely to him. If ho had shown any sign of 
weakening, tlie opponenta of repeal would 
have taken heart, would have made many 
converts, and would, in the end, have car- 
ried all before them. I^ut tho Preaident has 
been immovable and irresistible.

Neal says that the 
driver of the other vehicle was entirely 
reapoiiaible for the uccideni', and after it 
h.ippeneil diil not even stop to see wliat 
damage had been done, but drove rapidly 
down Vutea iitroet. It was so dark that 
Neal jould only notice that the man waa 
driving a bay horao in a buggy. Noal 
pulled us close to the sidewalk as pnaaible 
to avoid a collision, bat the buggy drove 
into him. The dogcart came out second 
best, as the buggy was opparently uuiu- 
J lire d. 

A OOVBBNUHHT rifle which was illegally 
sold a few months ago by a member of No. 
1 company has i)sen returned, and although 
the matter is not of much importance to the 
public in general, still the case in point may 
serve to check the buying and selling of any 
article of clothing, etc., belonging to the 
militia department. Secondhand dealers 
and others should remember that it is 
e(|ually contrary to the law to buy Govern- 
ment stores from militiamen as it is to buy 
from marines and bluejackets. It seems 
that the rifle was purchased by a peraon 
who waa well known to a member of one of 
the other companies, and this last individ- 
ual, probably to obtain the reward, tjuietly 
gave a hint as to whore the missing property 
waa. The purchaser, firat of all, denied all 
knowledge of tho rillo, but deeming discre- 
tion the better part of valor rotiirned tho 
firearm to tho sccoudhand dealer from 
whom ho bad obtained it. 

TilF. cnao of Chin Ah Soong, charged with

Two Victoria divers are now prospect- 
ing the waters ot the pretty little bay near 
Gordon Head where the La Paloma is be- 
lieved to have sunk, and where there will be 
little difficulty in working should the hull 
be found. The salvage will be sufficient re- 
ward for the divers' enterprise. Those who 
discredit the theory that the La Paloma has 
been lost, believe that her house was re- 
moved "bodily" with the smokestack, etc., 
and placed on tho beach to be found, to- 
gether with the other wreckage, the objaot 
being to divert attention from the stolen 
craft. This being done, it would be no 
diflicult matter to build a new house, 
and tho identilicutiou of tho little 
steamer would ho impoaaiblo. The 
La Paloma was built by ]5utler in New 
Bedford, Mass., as a launoli for tho steam 
whaler IJowhead. Sno had a Horreshoff 
compound engine, tho engine and boiler 
costing .J'i.GUU. She had no name at that 
time, but v/as called the Dowhead after tho 
whaler to which she belonged. She was 
brought across the country by rail to San 
Franciaco, and went whaling. Tho whaler 
Howhoad was lost in tho Arctic acaa, but 
the launch waa saved and afterwards sold 
to Haubury & Garvey, of San Diego. She 
was run one summer from San Diego to Coro- 
nado islands, where there waa a stone 
quarry, and was then leased to a land 
company and taken to Enseuada, 
.Me.'iioo, where tho Me.xicana gave 
her the name of La Paloma (the dove.) Dur- 
ing the two years that she remained there 
the Mexicana put a new boiler in her that 
would not pass inspection at San Francisco, 
and she wan practically a wreck when she 
came back. At San Francisco tho then 
owner had a new boiler put in and tried to 
sell her. She was u nice littlo craft, and 
tho United States ollicers at Angel laland 
wonted to buy her for their own uso. They 
could not uso the Government boat nights 
and wanted one of their own. The price 
was §1,600 and they could only raise §900. 
so the trade did not go. She was then sold 
and brought around to tho Sound. 



A NEW y.\S MAKER. 

I'ho Slniiile Invention Hy Which tho House- 
hold Sujiply .Hay He .Miule on 
the Premises. 

A aimple iuvention for tho manufacture of 
gas on the automatic principle has been re- 
cently jirepared by .Mr. \V. H. Williamu, 
and may be Been at the reiiidence of Col. L. 
M Northey, No S'.l Diacovery street, whore 
it has been tested and proven to ho aucceas- 
ful. Through a very aimple process the gaa 
ia extracted from crude oil or petroleum at 
comparatively liitli! coat, and made in any 
desired ([uantity on the premiaes to bo flup- 
plied. The gaa haa in all experimenta so far 
biioived a fine white brilliant light, aoiiie- 
thing like an incandescent electric light.and 
it. can be manufactured ut one-lifth 
of the expenditure neceasary for any other 
illundnalor. Tho contrivance used for tho 
manufacture ia so aimple that it can bo 
placed in a remarkably small space. Tho 
gas is generated in a oast iron retort sur- 
rounded by a chamber from which hot 
water can be circulated into radiators for 
domestic heating purposes. The oil is auto- 
tnatically und slowly fed to the bottom of a 
small iron retort, where it immediately 
becomes gasified. It is then conveyed 
to what ia called a " holder," 
through u condensing coil, by its own (gravi- 
tation, and all ungaaified matter is returned 
to the rotort to be re-generated. After 
passing tho condonaer the gaa is conveyed to 
the holder, and from there it can bo distri- 
buted to uny desired place. Tho inventor 
of thia little manufacturing apparatus aaya 
that the gas is safe becauae ita generation ia 
automatic, there being only aa much made 
as ia consumed, and the oil supply being 
controlleti l)y a amuU holder which 
perfectly regulates tho quantity. Any 
ouo of ordinary intelligonco can 
safely handle the iuvention, it being no 
more dangeroua than a cooking atove, and 
the proccaa ia economical because it can pro 
duco lights from 17 to '20 candlu power at, it 
is cluimod, not more than a ijuarter of th 
coat of coal gaa. The gaa can ho compressed 
to '20 atmospheres, and would then bo aulii 
ciently powerful to propol launches or for 
himilar uao. Mr. Williama is now in Seattle 
whore, according to report, ho is rapidly 
making aalea. Ho is having some largo 
plants manufactured by the Washington 
Iron Works, which will produce o.ver 1,000 
lights. 



BUSY HIGHWAYMEN. 



They Have Now a Record of Soveu 
"Hold Upa" for the. 
Present Week. 



A Lady Contributes Twenty Cents— 
Inadequate Police Protection 
Brougfht to Notice. 

The succession of attempts at highway 
robbery, following close upon a aeries of 
burglaries committed in the very heart of 
tho city, have caused a feeling of insecurity 
among good Citizens, and directed attention 
to what is admitted by the members of the 
force themselves to have existed for aomo 
time past— the inability of the police do- 
partment, aa at present constituted, to 
properly safeguard the rights of all sections 
of the city. Since tho corporation limits 
have been extended, the brigade, instead of 
hcin<^ strengthened nnmericully, has been 
greatly reduced in efficiency, in the alleged 
interest of economy, und the result is that 
miles upon miles of city streets do not see a 
policeman from week's end to week's end. 
The field is thus left dear for evilly-dispoa. d 
characters, of whom there has recently been 
an influx from I'ugut Sound and California, 
and the wonder is that crime haa been as in- 
fretjuent as it haa, rather than that robberies 
are attempted and tho highwaymen escape. 
Every iiiombur of tho force is now on the 
ulert, and it ia justice to say doing his best 
to apprehend tlio would-be-robbers, though 
all are working in tho dark. If the high- 
waymen continue to make their presence 
known it is probable that more energetic 
meuburea will he adopted — one auggeatioii 
i.a that every night loiterer who is known aa 
I ana])icioua character, or who ia not known 
:(i be uul on h'gi iiiiate IniBiueBS, be atopped 
iiiii searched Ijy tho patrcjimeu. Thu prin- 
ci[)al saLihfaction to be ol)tained from a re- 
view of tho "liuld iipa" of iho week, ia that 
tho highwaymen in e.uih Cri.'ie have gone un- 
rewarded — not a cent havo they aocured 
from any of their viclimsi. 

After "going through" Messrs. Farnbam 
und Fox on Monday evening, and taking a 
.iliot at the former, the rohbera eujuyid a 
brief rest. Ah Day, a Chinaman employed 
us cook in a liattery Point residence, was 
the next object of attention. Ho was pro- 
ceeding home Wednesday evening hy way 
of the Esquimalt road, and had reached the 
first grove beyond tho Victoria Weat rail- 
way crossing when ho was halted by three 
young men, two of whom answer the de- 
bcriptiou of their assailants furuiahod by Fox 
und Fa nham. Ho reulii'.ed that he waa to be 
robbed, and quietly dropped hi!|watch ar.d 
pocket-book by the roadside. Thu next 
instant he was set upon and thoroughly 
searched ; finding nothing to steal, tho 
robheia revenged themselves hy cruelly mal- 
treating their victim, who reached his home 
covered with blood. Securing aasistance, 
ho returned to tho scene of his adventure an 
hour later, and with the aid of a lantern 
soon regained his watch and pocket-book; 
the former was of gold and the latter con- 
tained $18 in bills. 

On Thursday night the highwaymen had 
evidently determined to make up for lost 
time. Their first appearance was on the 
Saanich road, nut far from Jailer Liddell's 
resilience, shortly after 9 o'clook. Mr. W. 
R. Kothell bad a few minutes before left 
thu residence of his partner in the cattle 
business, Mr. J. H. Meldram, and was 
walking rapidly toward the city when two 
men, tho one wearing a black and the other 
white mask, sprang out of con- 
cealment close to tho fence and or- 
iercd him to stand and deliver, 
e.vch levelling a revolver at his head. 
The weapons were amnll, apparently ..'!'.i'a, 
ind tho general appearance of the men cor- 
responded with the deacrifition furnialu d by 
John Farnharrn. Under the circumstances, 
Mr. Rotholl had little choice aa to action ' 
and held up hia handp, with the remark 
that he had no money about him. 

"Stop your j vw, and we'll sen about 
thut," was tho reply, and every pocket waa 
searched, (juickly, ([uietly and acieutilically.

Stocks iu New York Less Active With 
a Cousequeat Decline 
in Yaiaes. 



Dun's and Bratlstreets' Circulars- 
Decrease In the Number and 
Amount of Failures. 



New Youk, Oot. 27.— Trading at the 

Stock Pkchttugo was leaa octivo to-'luy, the 
aiklea of stocUs fulling to ,'!()3,'2ir) shares. At 
the opening the market was firm and priooa 
adranced slightly. The riae of yestarday 
brought out long stocks ; but these were 
quickly absorbed nnd a, rapid recovery en- 
sued. New England waa conapiououaly 
strong on the report of iinportiint couuec- 
tioiis uiid ositenaioiis, which are usually put 
allottt when the atook shows any eigna of ac- 
tivity. The Qranfiers moved up at thia 
time and touolied tli^ beat figures yet at- 
tained. St. Paul was in brisk inquiry, ris- 
ing to GG. Other stoeks, lilce Louisville & 
Nashville, Missouri Paoifio, Northern 
Pacific, Atoheaon and Burlington & Quinoy, 
which have been under the bummer for 
months past, scored notable gains. The 
then 8elli;ra wcro (he most eager buyers to- 
day. Wealeiii LJiuoii, which waa ulao sold 
for the "shoro" account for weeks past, rose 
to 92;!, against SOj leaa thun a month 
ago. After two o'clock there 
was a general reiiucliou, Manhattan 
receding 2 per cent. , and tho oilier active 
iasuea \, to I A per cent. The decline hrouglit 
in fresli buying ordcra in St. Paul, liiirljng- 
ton & (^Uiincy, Sugar, Louiavillo & Nash- 
ville, Wcbiurn Union, Chicago (ias, and tho 
market recovered rapidly anil h ft off linn in 
tone.

Thia enables 
merohanta to take gooda out of bond, and 
may increase the ouatoms receipts, wliiob 
have amounted, in twenty>five days of 
October, to $10,208,091, against $16,366,559 
for the full month last year. Apparently 
the month's decrease will be about 25 per 
cent, The internal revenue baa been better 
maintained in the same time being $11,052,- 
528, ugainat SU. 152,891 for the lull month 
last year. Tho treasury fell to nearly 881,- 
700,U.)U, but has since riaen more than a 
million, and the pension payments are de- 
creasing. The number and magnitude of 
tho failures decreased leaa thun hud been 
expected ; the liabilities in three weeks of 
October amounting to $15,075,072, aguinat 
about §7,000,000 for the same weeks lust 
year. Thia week there have been 352 fail- 
ures in tho United States, againat 177 last 
year, and 'l l in Canada, against 20 lust year, 
including one bink and two western failures 
for a million or more. 'I'hero were 6.") cases 
of liabililits exceeding $5,(100 euch." 

liradstreets to-inorrow will say : "Tho 
exports of wheat and Hour from both coiiats 
of tho United States and Cinada this week 
amount to .'i,.'i27,000 bushels, compared 
with 2,70'J,0<JO bushels last week, 4,078,000 
bushels in the fourth week of October and 
3.381,000 bushels in the same week the 
year before. ' Nearly 12,000,000 bushels 
were exported from Pacific Coast porta. 
Toronto's wholesale busiuesa is quiet, the 
only aigna of improvement being in grain. 
The volume of trade with Montreal ia 
smaller than at this time last year, all lines 
reporting a moderate en(|uiry. At Halifax 
collections are slow but improving, with 
general trade unchanged. The bank clear- 
ings at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and 
Halifax aggregate $18,394,000 thia week, a 
decrease of 3 per cent, thia week, and 6 per 
cent, from the total in the same week a year 

Messrs. Henry Clews & Co. in their Wall 
Street circular of October 21, say : Still the 
.Senate debate drags its weary courao, and 
still Wall Street as wearily waits for its 

couelusion. It eridence were wanting of 
the serious crt'ects of this delay, it stauda 
out clearly in the fact that another of our 
great railroad corporations hua been com- 
pelled to seek protection in a receivership. 
Tho statement of the Union Pacific'a 
finances, on tho application for a receiver, ie 
mainly a recital of tho immense lo8.sea of 
buaineas pending tho late silver de- 
preaaion and the protracted ikfornient of 
repeal, and it ia very doulillul whether tho 
company would have drifted into ita ack- 
nowledged bankruptcy hud it not been for 
these drains upon ita buaineas. The Union 
Pacific is by no means tho only one of our 
railroad corporations that hua seriously suf- 
fered from this cause, and there is too much 
reason to four that, if the silver (jucation 
wore allowed to remain much longer unset- 
tled, other embarrassments may not un- 
likely result. Tho signs at Washington, 
however, are now looking bii^htor, and wu 
may be permitted to hope that the deadly 
incubua of auspended legislation will soon bo 
removed from the business and the credit of 
the country. 

In no weli-tnforroed quarters is tho con- 
tinued unlimited time issue of ailver money 
regarded aa a possibUity; and that con- 
fidence ia an anchor that will keep the 
country from again drifting on the rocks of 
jianio from which we have just escaped. The 
puaitiveneaa of thia confidence is the main 
cause of the underlying strength of the in- 
vestment market. It is evident that a 
similar view of tho prospects of silver re- 
form is taken in tho foreign marketa for our 
securities, lint while thia conlidenco serves 
as a strong .support to tho market, tho 
delay of that conclu.'iiiin acta in many ways 
us a drag ii|ioii both values and transactions. 
It keeps up a reservation in tho larger 
operations of corporate credit, which tends 
to the eni barrassincnt of railroad finance. 

Upon buaineHH operations at large, tho 
position of tho Senate also haa a diflcouriig- 
ing edict. Among the mass of traders, tho 
situation ia not an clearly understood a.a it 
is in the higher circles of capital, ami there, 
therefore, the conlidenco in tho ultiiiiato 
adoption of repeal lias a less poaii ivc sus- 
taining eirect. G'onaeiiuently, in the retail 
business, tho growing excitement at Wash- 
ington rather temls to suggest distrust than 
to encourage hope. But it cannot ho denied 
that, in tlic commercial situation at 
largo, there are many elements sug- 
gestive of hope. Tho past diaasters have 
purged business of ita weak points 
And the baais of credit ia sounder than it 



was before the depression. Industries are 
resuming their suspended work, and in 
many oases ubder conditions which will 
yield improvediprofits. Labor ia boino; cor- 
respondingly called into more regular em- 
ployment, and the purchasing power of the 
working uiillions ia thereby being inoreasod. 
The increasing supply of products haa not 
stiffioad to fill the vacuum oauaed by de- 
pleted stocka, and aa a rule pricea of com- 
moditiea are consequently well sustained. 

Taken aa a whole, the commercial situa- 
tion ia such that, in case of the passage of 
ailver repeal, there oould hardly fail^to be a 
marked revival of trade and a large return 
towards general normal oondltiona. Con- 
sidering that all the present indloations 
point to tho early forcing of a vote on silver 
repeal, it will therefore be' apparent how 
near vro may poaaibly be to a general revival 
of business. Monetary movements continue 
in the direotion of an ease calculated to 
stimulate any reviving tendency that 
may ariao in businesa. Throughout 
tho entire country, money ia acoea 
siblo to sound borrowers. At thia 
centre, tho reserves of tho banka have risen 
to figures rarely touched ut this season of 
the year; uud although thia ia un ovideucu of 
huainees depression yet it may ut any mo- 
ment become tho cauao of ita revival. The 
courao of our foreign trudo is so largely in 
favor of this country us to neutrulizo tho 
lato uneasiness as to whether wo might not 
find it neceasery to return aonio of tlio gold 
lately imported from Europe. On tho whole, 
therefore, present conditions are, in our 
view, suggestive of an early reqovery from 
the effects remaining from th9 late depres-

Halifax Chronicle: Truro has deciiled 
to have un electric street railway. At tho 
public meeting of the ratepayers tho coni- 
piny incorporated somo time ugo was ex- 
empted from taxation on personal and 
real estate for ten yeara, the real eatate not 
to exceed $10,000. 

Montreal Witness: At Kingston on 
Saturday morning in the midst of tho 
cyclone the schooner K. W. Folger found 
refuge in Big Sodua Harbor. The water 
was rolling over the pier in great force, and 
a mighty wave rolling in caught the 
schooner and lifted it over the wooden pier 
without soraping the bottom. The vessel 
was light and only drawing five or six feet. 

Orcgonian ; — The enthusiasm with which 
the visitors from the Russian fleet were re- 
ceived in France has extended to Oregon, 
and materialized by Mr. Loycz, president of 
tho !Frenoh aooiety in this city, taking the 
First Regiment band around to aerenade 
M.r. Gustaf Wilson, Russian vice-consul. 
They played the Russian Hymn and the 
Mursoilluiae, to which Mr. Wilson responded 
in a brief address, complimentary of the 
French and laudatory of the cordial rela- 
tions existing between Franco and Kussia. 

Chicago Tribune : — The World's Fair has 
solved the servant girl problem. Tho Con- 
gress on Household Kconoiiiics, v.'liich is 
meeting down in tho Art Palace, may aa 
well adjourn and go homo. Chicago has 
maid eervonts sufhcient to fill all demands, 
with enough to spare to supply tho wants of 
the country at large. Authorities say that 
there are now 25,000 more or less experi- 
ened cooks, laundresses, and second girls in 
Chicago who are out of work. By Novem- 
ber 1 they declare tho number will be 
doubled. 

Montreal Witness: The work of repatria- 
tion goes steadily on, and day after day 
young men from Stormont, Dundaa and 
Ulenearry who left their comfortable homes 
at different timea in the past ten years to 
try and better their fortune in the land of 
Uncle Sam are returning to their old homes. 
They come from nearly every state in the 
Union, but particularly from New England, 
Colorado, Montana, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and Michigan, and all tell the same story of 
stagnated business and hard timea.

to tinio, so that the insects can at least bo held 
in check until tho stronger waahes of tho dor- 
mant season can bo safely applied. 

Rule G. Where hop fields are infested with 
the hop louse, spraying must be done aa shall 
be recommended by tho Board. 

Ilortioultural and fruit growera' 
societies aro reiinested to work in harmony 
wilh this Board, and may without expense to 
tho Board elect from their numboronoor more 
poraons to act as local inspectors or advisers, 
who shall report to the mombora of the Horti- 
cultural Board of the dlstrtot in yrhicb such 
society is located, or to the Secretary or In- 
spector of the Provincial Board, oasoa where 
tree 9 or plants are Infested, and the owner or 
person in charge rofusoa to obey the directions 
of tho socioty in carrying out the mloa of tho 
Board ; also any other matters Of importance to 
tho intorcsls of tho society. 

Rule 8 AU members of the Board are here- 
by anthorizod to inspect any garden, orchard, 
trees or nursery of trees, fruit, packinghouse, 
warehouso, storeroom, salesroom, or any other 
place In the Province liable to bo Infested with 
any noxious Insects or eggs or larvn; of any 
such Insects in order to satisfy themselves that 
tho rules and regulations of Uie Board are duly 
observed. 

Rule 9. Any person having infested mater- 
ial, trees, plants, fruit or packages and refuses 
or neglects to take aotion to have the same dis- 
infected, or pests exterminated, after due 
notico haa been given, shall bo deemed guilty 
of an ollenco against tho act and shall be dealt 
with according to tho law.

The cape collars to some of t]ies(> coats 
aro immense!}' largo and still. One of 
brown kersey had tho collar covered 
with black soutacho, set as closely as it 
could be and still show a narrow lino of 
the brown between the braids. This 
caused the collar to set out like still 
cardboard, but was "ao ;.tylish." Nearly 
all have very largo gigot sleeves, but I 
noticed one with a gigot top, having 
two plaits laid up the forearm to the 
elbow, where the fullness went into the 
upper part. This was very handsome. 

In jackets, coats and capes dark green, 
brown and black aro considered tho most 
etylish. Next come tho rich blues, 
trimmed with black, and after them tho 
terra cotta, red and purples. Some of tho 
newest jackets have tho back laid in 
double fans under big birttons, and others 
are finished exactly like men'.s coats, but 
without the back pockets. The military 
. and bos capes increase in richness. Near-

ly every kind of coat and jacket has 
more or less fur trimming in the shape 
of narrow bindings around the collar, 

down the front aiid around the wrists, 
but those trimmed with braid have no 
fur. Skunk is called Alaska sable on 
these coats. Seal and astrakhan and 
raccoon skin are often seen. In fact, all 
kinds of fur can bo used, but I think 
those tiimnied with tlio sillc and her- 
cules braids havo more real cliio than 
those with fur garniture. 

Among the new fancies in wraps let 
mo mention that there aro a few cau- 
tiously advanced shawls with white 
grounds and brocho borders. They aro 
camel's hair and costly. I saw two 
worn in one day — one in a carriago and 
another at a theater. Few persona can 
wear a shawl gracefully, but everybody 
will trj'. These shawls aro not exactly 
tho India shawls so i)rccious and rich, 
but the bordei'ing is in tho same intri- 
cate palm leaf design and softly mingled 
•colors. Many of tlie suju'rh black velvet 
•capes and coals aro literally coveriMl 
with bourdon lace about 10 inches deep. 
Sometimes white or cream lace is seen, 
but generally black. 

The new cr:iz(! for magpie colors in 
biiyiulere striin.'s grows apace, but will, 1 
tliink, bo short lived. Nothing can take 
Away that dazzle and glare that jet 
black and pure white lines give. The 
bayadere slripi's in tho rich silks are 
really superb, but not pleasing to the 
refined eye. They have a moire ground 
Tinder the stripes that brealcs into beau- 
tiful lights as the silk is folded. Far 
prettier are tlie ex(iuisito silver gray and 
blaci; brocadi'd satins. These have tiny 
figures wrouglil, (ait, and in some lights 
it looks lik-y p(dislied silver andin others 
bko a dull lead, lint, witli a richness and 
luster beyond anything I havo ever seen. 
There was one beautiful pattern in black 
and white that caught my eye. It was a 
rich whit{' jieau de soio gromid, with a 
slight nniire ellect, and there were lines 
of black a quarter of an inch wide sot 
half an inch apart, and these lines 
looked like narrow velvet ribbon drawn 
through oyolot holes in a threaded pat- 
tern. 

The entire lino of silks, with tho ex- 
ception of the blacks, is marked by a 
gorgeous display of brilliant colo not 
seen In generations, if ever before, 
TJiere are bright jed apA green .chame- 



leons; there are satiny brocade with 
rainbow shadings and the whole filled 
with little spots and specks of highly 
contrasting colors. Tho plainest ono of 
the new silks had a ground of blue, with 
a brocaded lattice work of gold color 
thrown over it. TluHatest of the silks 
show pinhead patterns and tiny points 
and squares in very bright color thrown 
up as a brocade over armnre or peau do 
sole. 

But bright and glaring as some of IJio 
color.3 are, they are so admirably well 
combined as to look artistic. Tho colors 
of the season run to rich and bright 
shades. The very gloves partake of the 
general rioting of brilliant hues. The 
porinot gloves particulary aro shown in 
the newest approved tints, and as they 
aro tho standard hand sewn glove the 
others copy tho general eiiect. Tlieso 
run from flesh color to mtiizo and on to 
pink, mauve and pale blue, as well as 
tho lightest tint of apple green— just

when tho apple begins U) show after tho 
blossom has fallen. These evening 
sliades are all in monsqnetaire shape and 

reach a little above tho elbow, but aro 
not as long as they were last season. 
For the St reef the nioiis(ineraires <'(ime' in 
suede and glared kid in all of tlii! softer 
shades of pur])le, then the terra cotta 
reds, several shades of dull blue olive 
ajid hunter's green, as well as some in- 
termeiliate greens, a daidc, rich pruno 
and several sliades of tan and tobacco 
brown. 

Between these elegant standard shades 
there are others of brighter but less re- 
fined tints. The gloves for ordinary 
street wear are of glazed kid, with two 
to four luiusually large buttons, and 
dogskin gloves for cold weather. The 
dogskins are mostly in browns. For 
mourning thero aru both glazed and un- 
glazed kids, buttoned and mousquetaire. 
Some prefer one kind and some another, 
but glazed kid is considered rather more 
suitable for lirst mourning. The latest 
gloves have narrow lines of stitching 
down tho backs. Some of the white 
gloves for evening and weddings have no 
stitching at all on the back, but the 
hand does not look so trim in them as it 
does in the others. 

Speaking of weddings reminds ino of a 
lovely wedding gown which I was privi- 
leged to see this week. The dress was 
of mat white armure, cut with an em- 
press skirt with long tram, bordered 
with a puff of tulle. The upper part of 
tho waist was of white brocade kid in 
plaits. Thero was a bertha effect 
wrought by two pieces of arinure with 
fine brier stitching, and tho caps to tho 
sleeves were ornamented in tho same 
way — a long spray of orange blossoms 
down the left side of tho skirt, falling 
from tho waist. Tho hair was dressed 
high, with a wreath of orange blossoms 
around the top, and the veil of tulle, uu- 
hemmed, was fastened to the front jiart of 
the wreath :iiid left to fall backward 
loosely. 

This gown is for a church wedding, 
and the bridesmaid's dress is of pale li- 
lac satin, with an overdress of cream 

satin open in front and trimmed with 
side plaited frills of lace. Tho sleeves 
aro made of satin and frills of laco over 
them. The waist and iiointed caps aro 
embroidered with silk in persian colors 
and percian i)attems. Across tho waist 
are several strings of amethyst beads. A 
straw hat trimmed with close bunches 
of lilacs — white and purple trim it — and 
in front there is a liny aigret t)f silver; 
mousquetau-o gloves of white unglufied 
kid.

Sufa Pillow. 

A quite new and jiretty .'-iifa pillow 
has made its appearance this season, 
which for its daintiness and siuiiilicity 
strikes one's fancy. It is, if anything, not 
quito as largo as tho ordinary sofa pil- 
low, 20 inch down or feather pillow be- 
ing used. Tho covering is of plain white 
linen damask. If one can almost hold a 
pencil, a few small llowers .■uul leaves 
can bo traced over tlio lineu, which is 
'20 inches square. Embroider the flow- 




ers in tho Dresden colorings or any one 
cador to suit the room or taste, making 
the back of the pillow of tho damask 

usisl plain. 

So much for tlie pillow covering. Now 
the rullle is made of white india linen, 
buttonhole stitched, as shown in the il- 
lustration, in any given color to match 
tho iiillow. Using live strips of material 
a yard wide, .about four or live inches 
deep, you have a dainty sofajdlluw tliat, 
if necessary, can bo laundered every 
week. If wanted more fanc^, the back 
of tho pillow can be made of silk and 
double rullle of same; also embroidery 
llowers to match tho silk on the white 
damask". This pretty and useful pillow 
can bo made with buttons and button- 
holes to slip on and ofiE the cushion when 
laimdry is necessary.

■WIFE MDRDERBR HANGED. 

Dr. Vincent, of Fresno, Who Shot His Wife 
Executed on the Scaffold. 

Sax Frakcisco, Oct. 27. — Dr. Vincent, of 
Fresno, wna hunted in Sun (Juentin prison 
to-dfty for the murder of his wife. About 
ISS.'i Dr. Vincent and his wife camo to 
Fresno. Tlipy liud then been married about 
four years. Her maiden niiine was Annie 
L. Poole, and her homo was iu Tehitma 
county. Her family had strongly opposed 
hur marriage to Dr. Vinceat on the ground 
that he was a drunkard. After coming to 
Fresno he continued his course of dissipa- 
tion and grew worse in time. He failed to 
provide for his family or even for himself. 
Then his wife took in sewing, and thereby 
provided for herself, ofaild and husband. 
LdLler on hp. b°gan to add abuse to neglect. 
Finally, nb ut Dpcember, 1800, being unable 
any longer to endure the life she was lead- 
ing, Mrs. Vincent be(;an suit for divorce. 
Tho papers were served on the 12'.h of 
December, 1890, and the murder was com- 
mitted on tho ISth of the same month. 
Mrs. Vincent was then living apart from 
her husband and was forced to support her- 
self and child by sewing. 

Between 12 and I o'clock on December IS 
V^incont went to a drug store and borrowed 
a revolver. Buying lie wiinted it to kill a dog 
that had bitten hini. He imri.cdiaicly tunk 
a carriage and drove Lo Mrn. Vincent's home, 
paifl and diaiuif'HCKl the driver and entered 
tho house by the front door, going t,hrough 
the parlor to the fli.'v.iiig rdoni adjuiuing. 
Mrs. Kedd, a sewing woman, ami a Mrs. 
Rogers, were iireaonl with Mrs. \'iiiccnt. 
Ho a.iked his wife if hn could B[)eak to her a 
inomeut. .She recpiested Mrs. Rogers to ac- 
company lier, and when all thrco were seat- 
ed in tho parltr Vinci nt asked his wife if 
she iuteuded to withdraw the suit for 
divorce, and was entered in the 
negative. Ho look a small phial from 
his pocket, saying " take that," which she 
refused to do. He immediately drew tho 
revolver, saying, as he pointed it at her, 
" Take this then " Four shots In all were 
fired, one striking ber in the right hand, 
and as she was running through the door 
back into the sewing-room he placed the 
revolver close to her body and shot her in 
the back. She fell on the door of tho sew- 
ing-room, and lie placed the revolver at her 
loft breast as she lay there dying and 
lirnd again. She did not speak after the 
shooting commenced, and died almost in- 
stantly. 

After thanking SherilT Scott and his depu- 
ties, Vincent said, "God blefiB my friends 
and forgive my enemies." He smoked a 
cigar until tho black cap was put over his 
head. Tho trap was sprung at 12 o'clock, 
and Vincent's neck was Droken. Every- 
thing went ciriiuiotly.

NORTH WARD GRIEVANCES. 

Reiiresentation ou nil Committees 
Demanded aa Well as a Sqw 
Division of the City., 



Aldermanic Complaints About the 
Mayor— Why the Committees • 
Are Not Completed. 

A meeting of ratepayers of the North 
Ward was held in tho council chamber of 
lho City Hall last evening, to diaousa griev- 
ances. The hull was well filled, and Simeon 
Duck by request took the chair and briefly 
elated the object of the meeting. 

Thomas Haughton waa tho apeaker firat 
called upon, and opened hia uddreaa by 
reading the following resolution, which he 
said had been placed in his hands : 

"Whereas tho North Ward remains un- 
represented on four very important commit- 
tees, viz : the Finance, Park, Sewerage and 
Electric Light commilteee; and 

"Whereua it. ia abaolutely nccesaary, in 
tho interesta of tho aaid ward, that il should 
be represented on tho aaid oommitteca; 
therelore be it 

"Resolved, That the Mayor bo respect- 
fully requested to forthwith appoint an al- 
derman from the North Ward to act on the 
aaid committees." 

Speaking in sui)port of tho resolution Mr. 
lldughtou aaid that nltliout;h ai.x v,'eeka had 
elapsed since lho laal eleeliou of a repreaon- 
lative for the North Ward, that aldernmn 
had not yet been named on any coinniiltee, 
though there were vucaiieiea in the four 
mentioned, and two other aldermen jiial 
elected had been duly appointed to the com- 
mitteea. He held that tho Mayor put a 
alight upon lho whole electorate of the 
ward in rofuaiog to appoint their repreaen- 
lativea to llie coimuitteeaon wliieh Ihey were 
entitled to serve. Ho held the Mayor had 
no right to uliow a private grudge lo work 
to the injury of tho North Ward, If the 
Mayor would not allow tho Council to uae 
their authority as it ought to be uaed, the 
people would have to apply the remedy in 
their power when next he came before them. 
There waa a limit to forbearance, and that 
lindt he thought had been pasacd in tho ai.x 
wceka which had elapsed since Alderman 
Baker'a election. He thought the North 
Ward should inaiet that its repreaontativea 
should be appointed forthwith to tho com- 
mittees. Be aaked why had the North 
Ward been iDBulted. (Applause.) He de- 
manded that the Mayor should pat aside 
his private spleen and do bis woole duty 
without further delay. Ho therefore 
moved the reaolution he had read. 

Mr. Marchunt aaid it seemed to him 
there waa a pretty well founded reason- 
able grievance under diaciiasion. Ho 
thought tho chief magiatrate waa aome- 
whai, tn bbime. and that he ahould not UHO 
his power to interfere with the rights of 
the people, whoso right it was to have 
what they asked for, whether believed to 
bo best for them or not. Tho Mayor ap- 
peared, however, to bo vested with power 
omnipotent and abaoluto, and thua to bo 
able to thwart tho will of tho people. He 
maintained that, the people of the North 
ward having tho right to elect Aid liaker, 
and having exercised that right, tho Mayor 
should be very careful how he used the 
alutract right which he undoubtedly poa- 
aeaaed to nullify tbo election by refusing 
to appoint the alderman to the conmutteeH 
which controlled the busincEa, He paased 
on to a criticiam of the general niuimue- 
ment of tho buainesa of the Council, and 
suggested as a remedy that the commit 
tees should consist of five instead of three 
members, bo that a majority of the Coun- 
cil could deliberate in private upon the 
business before it came up in public. He 
'condemned the Mayor for withholding from 
tho Council, as it appeared he had done, 
several letters addressed to the Mayor 
and Council. As to the ward aya- 
tom, he thought the present arrange- 
ment was a reasonable one, except that, 
as suggested by Aid. Brogg, the Central 
Ward ahould bo pushed out ao aa to lake 
some of the territoiy from the other wards. 
Ho would not ftivor additional wards, be- 
caueo that would mean additional Silariea to 
be paid to aldermen, and ho would aay here 
that he would not be sorry if the Mayor and 
aldermen would forego the $,'),UI)0 which 
they would draw as aalariea this year. He 
condemned the practice permitted by law of 
disfranehising citizena who had not paid 
their taxes, which was a lino on poverty, 
and the worst form of clats legislation. He 
did not think the proper uae was made of 
the SHOO, OOlJ collected aa taxes each your, 
particularly in the n. alter of roads and eide- 
walUa, upon which more money should bo 
spent, lie condenmed tbo local improve- 
ment scheme aa one that ahould be relegated 
to the dark ages, 

Geo. Rooklidge condemned tho Council 
for appointing to oliices men who had no 
interest in the city. He instanced the 
ease of the last Sanitary Inspector, 
v.'iio had not a dollar's worth ot 
property in the city, and resigned as soon 
aa ho got a better job. He did not know 
that Inspector Murray, either, had a dol- 
lar'a interest in Viotoria. He complained 
alao that the Council had voted themselves 
an additional §200 a year each. He thought 
thia waa a mean, dirty, sneaking piece of 
buainesa (laughter), and ought to bo atopped. 
These wore aomo of tho thingu which ought 
to be looked after. If tho Mayor would not 
do aa he ought to do, they ahould sit on the 
Mayor and put him out. 

Tho chairman put tho resolution, wliieh 
waa carried with a great shout of ayes, and 
dead silence when tho naya were asked. 

Nl;\S' DIVI.SION INTO WARDS, 

B. H. West was next invited to the plat- 
form, and he read and moved this resolution 
which had been placed to his bands : 

*' Whereas the North Ward contains more 
ratepayera than both the Centre and South 
Wards, and in point of area is larger than 
the Centre and South Wards combined by 
about 400 acres ; 

"Whereas it is expedient to divide the 
area, values and populatioji of the city into 
wards, so that it would conform to the rc- 
i|uiremont8 of tho Municipal Aci, and at the 
aaine time render juatico to every person 
and part, aa near as may bo ; 

"Rcaolvod, That tho Mayor and Board of 



Aldermen of the City of Victoria be re-^ 
apeccf n(ly rtqueated to take, at the earlieat 
time poBsible, auch steps oa will readjuat 
tho representation of this city on a fair and 

tqnitablo basis," 

Mr. West proceeded to urge tho claima of 
the people in lho U iklanda diatrict to ap- 
propriatioua for public improvements, and 
he threatened those membera of the Council 
who would not vote for such appropriations 
that they would bo remembered by the 
people of I ha North ward when they came 
forward for votes, either aa aldermen or aa 
candidates for aei>ta in tho Legislature. 

Aid. Baker, being invited by the chair- 
man to speak, next took tho platform. To 
show the inequality of the warda, ho stated 
the acreage of the three as'follows : North, 
2,0G0; Centre 303, and iioutb, 1,894. In 
the North ward there were forty-nine moro 
real catate ratepayers than in the other two 
put together. He claimed that the 
other two wards combined against the 
North, Ho regretted that the Mayor 
waa not preaent, but even In his absence ho 
tolt justified in making a few remarks 
about thus gentleman, in view of the way 
he had treated him in the Council. He re- 
ferred to hia oxcluaion from the committees 
and expressed a apccial desire for a place 
upon the Sewerage committee in view of 
tho active part ho had taken in bringing in 
tho sewerage by-law. Ho defended himself 
for having aa lho owner of a brickyard sold 
bricks to a corporation contractor, as he 
had never aold at any advance or sold befiTO 
a contract had been awarded. There were 
men at tho bourd to-day who wore indirectly 
interested. There waa the chairman of li- 
naneo sending in Inlla to tho Council which 
were paaaed with tlio Mayor's knowledge ; 
and the chairman of tho SLreelB coinmitleo. 
Alderman Styles, was directly inlereated, 
for ho rented houaea to employes of the city. 
If the ilayoi were true and honest he 
ahould tell those membera to rciign. Au to 
the vacancies on ihe comnutleea, if tho 
Mayor did not wiah to appoint him ho 
might appoint either of the other two 
membera. 

Goo. Gernw, Victoria West, contraBled 
tho promisea niLide lo thai auction of tho 
city with what it had received. He did not 
blumo the aldornien for tho North ward, but 
tho Mayor, who ho thought ehould hi put 
out and kept out, especially if it waa necea- 
aary to keep a policeman in the hall to look 
after tho meetings of the council. (Ap- 
plauee. ) 

Aid. Bragg expreaaed regret that the 
Mayor waa not preaent, and be proceeded to 
criticiao "tho Mayor'a Bible," ( laughter), 
olherwiao knoi\n aa the Municip.il Act, up- 
on which he placed tho blame for many of 
tho grievancea in thia city. Ho thought 
this meeting waa a atop in thu right direc- 
tion, and that ttie ratepayera in all tho 
warJa should hold audi meotiuga from now 
until the end of the year. Hu adviaed that 
the ratepayera should poaaesB themaolves of 
copies of the Municipal Act, and make ap- 
plication to tho Legislature for amotidments 
H hioh could only be made there. Last week 
the Council had passed a reaolution asking 
the .Mayor to .".ppoint a representative of the 
North Ward on certain committees. Aid. 
Baker, who ia not on any, should have been 
appointed. But that waa not what happen- 
ed. On Wednesday evening last a special 
messenger had arrived at his house with the 
intimation that His Worship bad been gra- 
ciously pleased to appoint him to the Streets 
and Bridgea and the Pound committeee. Ho 
waa already on four, and this f;ave him aix 
committees, in all, to attend to. This 
action of the Mayor's was taken on the day 
that ho hud been asked to give the use of 
the hall for this meeting of ratepayera. 
(Laughter. ) 

Aid. Robertson inatanced Bomo things 
wliich had surprised him when he came into 
tho Council recently, after a few years 
absence. Ouo thing particularly was that 
while he saw tho Mayor and the clerk sit- 
tini» at the deak in front of him he could not 
lell, except by ))revioua acquaintance, which 
waa the Mayor and which was the clerk, for 
lho Mayor had all the document,'), and liand- 
ed over to the clerk only tho.ae he wanted 
read. Ho thought he had not rcceiveil 
juatice in tho matter of committees. When 
week after week p vased without hia being 
put on any ho anoke to tho Mayor, who aaid 
ho would fix it. A few days later be re- 
ceived notice that he had been put on the 
Market committee, where be could do noth 
ing, on the committee of tho Old Folks' 
Heme, and, as if to finish him, on the 
Cemetery committee. (Laughter.) He re- 
ferred to the Mayor's remark that the 
namca of the aldermen who voted for 
the production of all communications 
ahould be hauded down to posterity, and 
said that in hia opinion Muydr Beaven's 
name ahould bo eo handed down as that of one 
tho laal rcnmants of humanity, calling him- 
Bi:lf an Anglo-Saxon, who believes in the 
divine right of kings. (Laughter.) He 
charged llial the .Mayor put no repreaenta- 
tive of the North ward ou lho Sewerni;o 
committee, beeauae he desired, with Ihe 
aasiataneo of t ho chairman. Aid. Belyea, lo 
uso the lS;iO,0()() remaining in the sewerage 
fund to buy up voles through day labor. It 
waa well known that tho Mayor exiiected to 
be Premier shortly, and ho wanted an Atlor- 
uey-General (huighi er, Hethnught it did not 
aay much for the Mayor'a tact that, after ten 
years in nflicM", ho waa reduced to one fol- 
lower, and had to have a policeman in the 
hall to keep that follower in line. The 
.Mayor's mistake was in attempting to rule 
the whole roost. Ho was a one-man power in 
the city, and if he had got all the legislation 
ho wanted ihere would have been no use 
whatever for aldermen. 

A voice — He'll never got it j we'll put 
hii.i out. 

W. Nicholas bl.imed Mayor Beaven for 
Ruppresaing tho letter sent in hy an electric 
light company oll'oring to light tho Oak- 
lands Estate. He declared thai the North 
ward might u» well send wooden men lo the 
Council, aa there were two to one against 
them. 

Tho reaolution was then put and carried 
unanimoualy. A vote of thanks to the 
chairman waa passed, and the meeting ad 
journed at 10:10.
